Coliander was a man of no mean influence 
among his countrymen of. the Twenty-third 
Ward, ‘He had been President of the Swedish 
Democratic club of the ward, and last spring 
had been a Democratic candidate for North 
Town Coliector. He had votes, many of 
them, at his command. However, the man 
had tired of Democratic ideas and principles, 
and during the campaign that had just closed 
he had declared openly and flatly that 
he would work kor the Republican 
ticket and would vote it. Tis 
example and influence had carried 
scores of Swedish voters to the Republican 
side. He had a special quarrel with O'Malley, 
the Democratic candidate for Senator, and 
had worked agaiust him harder than against 
any of the other Democratic nominees. 
This greatly enraged the Democratic ward 
leaders, and led some of the disrepvtables to 
make open threats against the man. Persons 
who are suspicious will see something curious 
in the very circumstances of his going to the 
place where he was shot.

He Has Nine Men Taken into Custody

ROMANOE OF A ROBBER’S OAREER. 


His Wanderings After the Crime as Inter- 
esting as a Gaboriau Tale. 

To find, after toiling for a lifetime to save 
up a provision against old age, that the little 
fortune has been stolen is a catastrophe that 
may well awaken sympathy for the victims. 
In Paris, says our correspondent there, a small 
shopkeeper named Lepicier and his wife were 
about to retire from business in 1891 and 
live on the interest of £2,800, saved franc 
by frane, when on returning home after a 
Sunday out in the country they found that 
this nest-egg, consisting of bonds, had been 
stolen. Mme, Lepicier went out of her mind 
and her husband, notwithstanding his great 
age, was compelled to go back to work, and 
without any prospect of retirement or even 
ease. The police in course of time learned 
that the stolen debentures had been negoti- 
ated by one Colery, living at Melun, and a 
man called Dietrich, alias Duchesnes, alias 
Darieux, ete., of Zurich. Dietrich had dis. 
appear ithout leaving traces. 

The poli e more lucky with Colery. 
The story of his adventures and wanderings is 
as romantic as any chapter of Gaboriau. 
Learning that the police were on his track he 
successively took the names of Leblanc, Mar- 
tin, Cordier, and Saffrey and traveled all over 
Europe. His real name was ascertained to 
be Beliard, under which he had opened a 
bank, La A Intermediare, in the Rue 
Saint Marc. remember it well. It had all 
the character of those bucket-shops which 

rew like mushrooms around the Paris 

urse. I remember one of his prospectuses, 
in which be invited investments from five 
francs upward to undertake time operations 
at the bourse. Beliard lived with his wife, 
„La Grande Henriette.“ as she was nick- 
named, in a sumptuous flat in Rue Colbert. 
Henriette enjoyed an unenviable notoriety in 
the district. Beliard and his wife, who had 
disappeared, were tried by default for the 
robbery at Lepicier’ and were sentenced each 
to thirty years’ penal servitude. They re- 
ceived another sentence of twenty years for 
other robberies. Beliard learned of these 
sentences through the papers. He took ref. 
uge in America, where he became attorney’s 
clerk, commission agent, victualer, and 
household remover. 

Later on, in Brazil, he made a fortune in 
sugar plantations, having at one time 1,000 
men under him. He was noted in Brazil for 
his generosity. He squandered his fortune, 
was ruined, returned to France, and, passing 
himself off as an officer, swindied right and 
left. He set up as a trainer under the name 
of Henri Cler and rau a horse, Bel Espoir, on 
suburban race courses. He made some money, 
kept a fine apartment in Paris anda villa at 
the seaside in Normandy. He fancied him- 
self at last secure from the police and rode 
out in the Boia de Boulogne. He was recog- 
nized there the day before yesterday and was 


arrested.—London Daily News.

The audience 
at the Schiller which saw “Charlotte Corday” 
for the first time seemed impressed by the drama 
as well as by Mrs. Potter's acting, and the honesty 
of their applause could not be doubted. Mrs. 
Potter certainly looked attractive and interest- 
ing when she made a momentary appearance in 
the garden of Francois Corday's house early in 
the opening scenes, aud later when she 


it seemed that she had never before been seen at 
better advantage. Her face was grave and seri- 
ous, her manner was determined but not sng- 
gestive of the theatrical, and the impending doom 
which bung over Marat, who was to become the 


sense of injustice could be instinctively felt. 
When Marat made his entrance into the garden 
in search of Charlotte’s fugitive lover the audi- 
ence was slow in recognizing Kyrle Bellew as the 
actor. The Marat of the French revolution may 
have been a despicable tyrant and a loath- 
sore creature, but it was not necessary for Mr. 
Bellew to offend good taste by emphasizing 
so extremely his infirmities. Mr. Bellew enacted 
the role forcibly, but with a tendency toward 
exaggeration which stood in contrast to the ro- 
pression and moderation of Mrs. Potter. His 
raving soliloquy in the third act must bo brought 
within a smaller compass and toned down. As it 
was done last night it suggested at different mo- 
ments both a Gaspard and a Mathias. 

The drama is tragic rather than melodramatic. 
It does not quickly get to the facts of the story 
in the first act, and soma of the comedy scenes of 
the barber, one would think, are superfluous. It 
shows Charlotte Corday's home and hints of her 
love for Adam Dux, who has fallen beneath 
Marat’s vengeance, The second act is laid in 
Paris, whither Charlotte has followed her lover 
and her father, who is also proscribed. The 
scene is a studio where she is posing 
as the Judith for a painting of the 
biblical picture of Judith and Holofernes 
while awaiting an opportunity to carry out her 
vengeance upon the tyrant Marat. Posing with 
dagger raised in her orieatal drapery of purple 
and crimson Mrs. Potter reminded one of the 
pictures of the Medea. Her scenes with Adam, 
her fugitive lover, were quiet, impressive, and in 
good taste. Much of the third act which repre- 
sents the abode of Marat is superfiuous. The 
babel of the women in tha first scene should be 
cut out in the interest of brevity and directness 
and the mad ravings of Marat are carried to a 
point near to the ridiculous, bat the scene 
is barely saved by Mr. Bellew.

The danger point lay in the 
climax, but Mrs. Potter’s moderation and re- 
pression coupled with her earnestness saved her 
impersonation and the play. She did not rise 
effectively to the heights of live feeling; the finer 
qualities ot Charlotte Corday’s keen high strung 
nature were not denoted as they might have been 
by another, but objectively the scene was well 
accomplished and the acting was sufficient. In 
this connection it may be said that Mrs. Potter's 
delivery showed marked improvement upon 
preceding efforts. The lateness of the hour 
made it impossible to witness the scene at the 
guillotine. It may bo described at another time. 

The drama was generally well cast. Mason 
Mitchell was unusually easy and natural as the 
artist David. Arthur Bowtree had the difficulties 
of a poorly drawn character to contend with in 
his impersonation of the lover. Henry Chanfrau 
was badly miscast as the abbey. but played the 
part well. Vernes Clarges gave a good imperson- 
ation of the father, Francois Corday, There is 
too much of Potin Langlois, the barber in the 
play. Although he acted satisfactorily he should 
be put in the background. Miss Perdita Huds- 
peth contributed an ingenuous and agreedble | 
little character as Charlotte's sister.

The suffering brutes that were not instantly 
killed had to be shot in order to put them out 
of misery. At Providence, R. I., the storm 
was very violent and caused great damage. 
Telephone, telegraph, and trolley wires were 
swept. from their fastenings and hung 
in bunches in the streets and from buildings, 
endangering the lives cf persons. As soon as 
possible the electric currents were cut off and 
serious damage by fire was thereby averted. 
Along the coast line a tremendous sea roared 
and the raging waters broke into the lower 
harbor. Reports from Vineyard Haven and 
Portsmouth tell of fleets which nar- 
rowly escaped destruction by taking 
retuge in places of shelter. The warning 
of the Weather Bureau had given 
sufficient time for most of the 
vessels to seek a safe harbor. Anxiety is feit 
for the safety of shipping. The schooner Ida 
Southard of New York, from Philadelphia 
for New Orleans, is missing, and it is feared 
it is lost. At Salem the telegraph wires are 
all wrecked and the firemen have been called 
out repeatedly by false alarms caused by 
broken wires. All Eastern trains are de- 
layed. Snow has fallen to a depth of six 
inches. At Whitman there are eight inches 
of snow and all wires are prostrated.

SENATOR O’MALLEY SHOOTS FREELY. 


Waiter and Cabmun Wounded When 
They Ask Pay for Their Services. 

O’ Malley, Senator, did his best to add to 
the dead list in the tough district of the North 
Side yesterday morning. He used his re- 
volver on two men, slightly wounding them 
both. There are warrants out for John P. 
O’ Malley for assault with intent to kill, but 
late last night he had not been caught. 

O'Malley put in the latter end of election 
night celebratmg. At about 2:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning the Senator, in a hilarious 
mood, drove up to D. C. Driscoll’s saloon at 
No. 39 North Olark street. The Senator 
was in a carriage, and had two women with 
him. The party went into the saloon, entered 
one of the wine rooms at the rear,and ordered 
drinks. They were served by Nicholas 
Varalos, a Greek, who is waiter and porter in 
the saloon and. who incidentally conducts a 
fruit stand alongside the front door. By 
and by Varalos came into the wine- 
room and began to wipe off 
table and to mildly insinuate that 
it was about time to pay. The Senator took 
this action as a flagrant insult and ordered 
the waiter to get out. Varalos started to get, 
but he did not move fast enough. O'Malley 
jerked out his pistol and let fly at the 
fellow. The bullet caught him in the 
right arm, between elbow and wrist, 
went through and smashed into the 
woodwork over the bar. O’Malley and his 
female friends ecampered out, got into their 
carriage, and drove away. -Varaios, who was 
pot badly hurt, went to Dr. Burton, No, 
North Ciark street, had his wound dressed, 
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and then hunted up Justice Hamburgher, be- 


fore whom he swore out a warrant charging 
O'Malley with assault with a deadly weapon 
with intent to kill. . 

But this was only a starter for the O’Mal- 
ley. He had his cabman drive him north- 
wards, At the corner of Wells and Oak streets 
it occurred to this cabman—his name is 
Charles Shepherd—that he had been driving 
around a good while without getting any 
money. So he asked the Senatur when he was 
to be paid. This infuriated the 
Senator even more than the same question 
had when asked by Varalos. He got out his 
Pistol again and went for the cabman. He 
fired two shots, both of which hit. One 
scraped Shepherd’s hip and the other struck 
him in the knee joint, shattering the patella. 
The cabman dropped in the street. O'Malley 
and the two women disappeared. After they 
had plenty of time to do so police came 
and picked Shepherd — He was taken to 
the Emergency Hospital. The physicians 
there said his wound was a most serious one 
and would probably cripple him for life. 

As for O'Malley, he was invisible the rest 
of the day. Constable Lauer, who was given 
the warrant issued by Justice Hamburgher, 
could not find him. It was said at the meet- 
ing of the Republican Cential committee last 
night that other warrants had been issued 
against the man. 

For some reason, probably well known to 
Democratic politicians of the North Side, 
with and without police uniforms, no reports 
ot the two attempts at murder made by 
O'Malley were forwarded to police head. 
quarters up to 6 so’clock last night, 
although the reports should have 
been at the City Hall within three hours after 
the shooting was done, Half a dozen 
persons, who were in and near Dris- 
coll’s saloon at the time of the shoot- 
ing of the Greek, saw police officers loitering 
about the opposite corners at the hour of the 
shooting. But the officers made no visible 
attempt to find and arrest O’ Malley or obtain 
particulars of the shootmg. There is a patrol 
box at the corner opposite the saloon, where 
three police officers are forced to come in 
ordér to report tothe station by the patrol 
box telephone every hour of the night.

ROMANOE OF A ROBBER’S CAREER. 


His Wanderings After the Crime as Inter- 
esting as a Gaboriau Tale. 

To find, after toiling for a lifetime to save 
up a provision against old age, that the little 
fortune has been stolen is a catastrophe that 
may well awaken sympathy for the victims. 
In Paris, says our correspondent there, a small 
shopkeeper named Lepicier and his wife were 
about to retire from business in 1891 and 
live on the interest of £2,800, saved franc 
by frane, when on returning -home after a 
Sunday out in the country they found that 
this nest-egg, consisting of bonds, had been 
stolen. Mme, Lepicier went out of her mind 
and her husband, notwithstanding his great 
age, was compelled to go back to work, and 
without any prospect of retirement or even 
ease. The police in course of time learned 
that the stolen debentures had been negoti- 
ated by one Colery, living at Melun, and a 
man called Dietrich, alias Duchesnes, alias 
Darieux, etc., of Zurich. Dietrich had dis- 
appeared without leaving traces. 

The police were more lucky with Colery. 
The story of his adventures and wanderings is 
as romantic as any chapter of Gaboriau. 
Learning that the police were on his track he 
successively took the names of Leblanc, Mar- 
tin, Cordier, and Saffrey and traveled all over 
Europe. His real name was ascertained to 
be Beliard, under which he had opened a 
bank, La Banque Intermediare, in the Rue 
Saint Marc. remember it well. It had all 
the character of those bucket-shops which 
grew like mushrooms around the Paris 
Bourse. I remember one of his prospectuses, 
in which .be invited investments from five 
francs upward to undertake time operations 
at the bourse. Beliard lived with his wife, 
„La Grande Henriette.“ as she was nick- 
named, in a sumptuous flat in Rue Colbert. 
Henriette enjoyed an unenviable notoriety in 
the district. Beliard and his wife, who had 
disappeared, were tried by default for the 
robbery at Lepicier's and were sentenced each 
to thirty years’ penal servitude. They re- 
ceived another sentence of twenty years for 
other robberies. Beliard learned of these 
sentences through the papers. He took ref. 
uge in America, where he became attorney’s 
clerk, commission agent, victualer, and 
household remover. 

Later on, in Brazil, he mede a fortune in 
sugar plantations, having at one time 1,000 


men under him. He was noted in Brazii for | 


his generosity. He squandered his fortune, 
was ruined, returned to France, and, passing 
himself off as an officer, swindied right and 
left. Hesetupasatrainer under the name 
of Henri Cler and rau a horse, Bel Espoir, on 
suburban race courses. He made some money, 
kept a fine apartment in Paris anda villa at 
the seaside in Normandy. He fancied him- 
self at last secure from the police and rode 
out in the Bois de Boulogne. He was recog- 
nized there the day before re and was 
arrested.—London Daily New

In the 
latter rt of the sixteenth century 
he was greatest man in Japan, governing 
in the name of the Mikado. But his 22 
celebrity came from his efforts drive 
Buddhism out of the country, where it had to 
a considerable extent superseded the native 
Shinte religion. 

In Nobunaga's day the Buddhist 
were fairly running Japan. Their religious 
establishments were great strongholds. The 
greatest of them inclosed thirteen valleys and 
over 500 temples and shrines. Here thou- 
sands of monks were congregated, They 
chanted before gorgeous altars, reveled in 
luxury and licentiousness, dallied with con- 
cubines, and hatched piots to fan the flames 
of feudal war. They were protected by their 
sacred character, as well as by physical force. 

Nobunaga attacked this stronghold 
burned the shrines and temples, kiiling thou- 
sands of men, women, and children. He also 
destroyed an immense fortified temple and 
monastery in the Province of Osaba. Several 
thousand of the people tried to escape during 
a storm, but were overtaken and slaughtered 
without regard to age or sex. A junk laden 
with the ears and noses of the slain was per- 
mitted to float by the besieged castle in full 
view of the garrison. From tremendous 
blows Buddhism in Japan has not ere 
to the present day.

Chicago the Distributing Point for the 
Election News Tuesdsy. 

Chicago was the distributing point for the 
West for election news Tuesday night. Two 
hundred extra men filled all of the space in 
the operating room of the Western Union 
company, receiving and disbursing bulletins 
of the returns. Seventy-five check boys were 
required to handie the messages and deliver 
them to the lines by which they were 
to be transmitted. To all of the ‘large 
cities, such as San Francisco, Denver, 
St. Paul, St. Louis, and Kansas City, news 
was sent direct over the compahy’s trunk 
lines, and from these points scattered to every 
hamiet in the land. Thus, at the same time 
the people were reading the cheering news dis- 
played on the bulletins of Tas Triscne in- 
habitants of every Western town reached by 
the Western Union lines were receiving the 
same tidmgs. The Western Union company 
had a larger number of  subscribera 
for its election bulletins than at 
any. previous election. The bulletins 
were distributed to 20,000 offices in the 
United States. In Chicago all the clubs were 
furnished with direvt wires and skillful 
operators, who copied the returns as fast as 
they came, and they were then read aloud by 
club members. Extraordinary service was 
required for special telegrams for Chicago 
newspapers. no previous election have 
Chicago papers received so many special tele- 
grams. ka Tue Trrevune office alone fourteen 
operators were required to receive .

SOME RECENT OUTRAGES. 


Judge 3 Wants the Chief and In- 
Spector Shea to Tell Why Men Are 


Taken from Their Homes, Carted Off to. 


Out-of-the- Way Stations, and Refused 
Ball for Alleged Offenses That Are 


Ballabie-—Habeas Corpus Proceedings in 
the Case of Polish Citizens In Court. 

Chief of Police Brennan and Inspector 
Shea will have an opportunity to explain in 
Judge Brentano’s court this morning why the 
police force is used by Democratic politicians 
to transport citizens from their homes to re- 
mote police stations and then refuse to admit 
them to bail or disclose their whereabouts to 
friends. This opportunity to explain police 
outrages grows out of habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings had in court yesterday. 

Attorney James F. O'Donnell appeared be- 
fore Judge Brentano yesterday morning and 
asked fora writ of habeas corpus against 
Chief Brennan, Inspector Shea, and Justice 
George P. Foster. Mr. O'Donnell deciared 
that a number of Polish citizens had been 
dragged from their beds and homesin the 
northwest part of the city Monday night 


and carted to police stations, the location of 
which he did not know. He said friends of 
the men had searched in vain for them in 
order to give bail and release them that they 
might vote election day. He said, however, 
the police at the different stations denied all 
knowledge of the confinement of the men 
and he asked for the writ of habeas corpus in 
order to make the Chief of Police tell where 
the Poles were. Judge Brentano issued the 
writ as directed and made it returnable at 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, When 4 o’clock 
rolled around Mr. O'Donnell was present, but 
the Chief of Police, Inspector Shea. and Jus. 
tice Foster were absent. Attorney O'Donnell. 
addressing the court. said: 

** Your Honor, I have found the men who 
were arrested. Since I was herethis morn- 
ing the men have been released, taken before

IT WILL PLAY AN IMPORTANT PART 
"IN THE ELEOTION OF SENATOR. 


Tiligeis= Cock County Will Support 
John Meyer of the Fifteenth District 
for the Position, 


Tuesday’s sweeping victory means more to 
the Republicans of the State of Illinois than 
would appear at first glance. They have car- 
ried a great many doubtful Senatorial Dis- 
tricta and it will be surprising if they do not 
have forty members, at least, of the Senate 
which will convene in 1897. The even num- 
bered districts, which elect two years hence 
are in the main Republican. Four of them 


whose places will be filled by Republicans. 
The Republican majority in the Senate of 
1897 will, in all probability, be great enough 
to insure the election of a Republican Senator 
as the successor of Senator Palmer. Spring- 
field has both United States Senators now, 
and it is within the possibilities that Chicago 
may get one of them at no distant date.

It will be seen ata glance, therefore, the Speak- 
er can, if so disposed, bestow the Chairman- 
ships of the lin portant committees with refer- 
ence to the advaacement of the claims of his 
choice for the United States Senate.

Carrying the Remains of Defunct Piigrims 
to the Gates of Paradise. 

Saving an occasional Tah khak!“ from 
the throat of one of tne tangle-headed and 
wild-eyed dervishes stalking along the bare- 
foot in the sand not a sound broke the still- 
ness of the bright October morning as our 
caravan, says a writer in the London Stand- 
ard, moves toward the bridge over the Hol- 
man River that leads to the Town of Khane- 
kin, the customs and sanitary station of the 
Ottoman Government, about three hours’ 
distance from the Turko-Persian frontier.

MONTANA'S QOURIOUS PAINT MINE 


Four Colors in Which the Indians Used to 
Dress Themselves for War. 

Townsend Messenger: Itis not generally 
known that we have in this locality, very near 
the Geyser, u paint mine, We might say 
it was a quarry, there isso much of it, One 
of our enterprising citizens, Mr. Joseph Biess- 
ing, recently took.a wagonand shovel and 
loaded up with two colors (there are three or 
four colors to be had) and brought it home, 
pounded it up with an old hammer, mixed it 
up with linseed oil, and put it on his picket 
fence. He noh has one of the handsomest 
fences in the State—the upper part a rich old 
gold and the lower a beautiful maroon. 

The mine seems to be simply inexhaustible. 
This mine and the Geyser, which is near 
it, were discovered, or, rather, located, about 
eighteen years ago by that veteran old-timer 
and prince of good fellows, Naylor Thomp- 
son, whom everybody knows and likes, It 
was shown to himinthe first place by a 
friendly Indian chief, who took a liking to 
Naylor and assured him (Naylor) that it was 
the source of supply for ali the Indians west 
of the Mississippi River and has been for cent- 
uries. :

REASONS FOR THE REPUBLICAN VICTORY, 

A vast wave of Republicanism swept over 
the United States last Tuesday, except only 
in those portions of it which jie within“ the 
black belt.“ As the wave moved southward 
it lost in strength. It showed ite force in the 
white regions of West Virginia and Ten- 
nessee, but was ineffectual beyond those 
mountain districts. This may be explained 
as due to the fact that wherever the blacks are 
in a majority the greater number of the 
white people cannot be persuaded to vote any 
‘but the Demooratic ticket because they are 
afraid the success of any other would result 
in opening the offices to colored men, and in 
permitting those blacks who have been pro- 
scribed as voters for many years to find their 
way back to the polls and vote for the Repub- 
lican candidates. 

But in the Northern States, both in the 
manufacturing and the agricultural areas, 
there was an enormous revulsion of senti- 
ment from that which was expressed at the 
polis in 1892. This was due in large part to 
the return to the Republican party of its 
former contentious, disputatious, dissatisfied 
members who in the past have voted against 
it or failed to vote for it whenever anything 
went wrong with them, personally or other- 
wise. If their profits were a little leas than 
they supposed they ought to have been they 
blamed the Republican party. If through 
their own laches at the primaries some man 
whom they disliked was nominated for office 
they blamed the party. If sometimes fanci- 
ful or whimsical legislation which they 
favored was not adopted they immediately 
voted against the party. 

These men all came back. The pocket 
nerve was touched and that important fact 
made them oblivious or ashamed of their 
complaints and misconduct in the past. Many 
of them were members of the working 
classes, who two years ago were receiving 
better wages than ever before, were living 
more comfortably and taking home more 
money to their families than atany former 
time in their lives. But they thought they 
ought to have more wages. They listened 
to the Democrats, who persuaded them they 
were being cheated out ef a part of the re- 
turns of their labor, and they voted for Cleve- 
jand. After experimenting with low wages, 
or no wages at all, they have come back, 
This change of sentiment and action 
ecourred in the great manufacturing 
centers, in the smaller manufacturing 
towns, and among the farmers. The 
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themselves unable to dispose of their stocks 
of goods, even at unprofitable prices, felt 
that their pocketbooks and bank accounts 
were at stake in the election of last Tuesday. 
Very many of them had been Democrats, but 
they went quietiy into the polling booths, 
where, sheltered behind the Australian ballot 
system, they voted for Republican candidates. 
They have not boasted of this for fear of 
offending the inveterate Bourbons of the 
party with which they had previously voted, 
but they felt at the bottom of their hearts 
that they were taking care of their own in- 
tereats and those of other people in voting the 
| Republican ticket. 
The farmers have learned during: the last 
two years what the value of the home city 
market is to them. They have found to be 
true what they were often told but did not 
always believe, that the home market ab; 
sorbed fully 90 per cent of their produce. 
They found the hard times in the cities had 
played havoe with that domestic market, and 
having from practical and bitter experience 
learned its great importance to them, they 
voted for protection, the great benefits of 
which they now see clearly. In some sec- 
tions local causes have affected the result. 
Hatred of Tammany and its methods worked 
| against the Democrats in New York City, and 
hatred of Hopkinsism worked against them 
here. But the great underlying cause of their 
general defeat (except in the black belt) was 
a fixed, deliberate conviction amorg 
the people, based on the suffer- 
ings of the last twenty months, 
that the protection policy of this country 
which prevailed from 1861 to 1892 must not 
be abandoned. They had seen the election of 
oe Cleveland followed by four months of expect- 
: re dt ancy. They had passed through a financial

They saw these 
men stop manufacturing, or working mercly 
from hand to mouth, till they could ascertain 
just where they stood under the new condi- 
tions brought about by a partial adoption of 
the Democratic policy of free trade.

They expected many more, but they 
had no reason to do so, They should have 
made more allowance than they did for the 
power of attraction of the old parties, If at 
the beginning of a campaign a hundred 
men, some Democrats and some Republicans, 
announce that they are dissatisfied and intend 
to go off and form a new party, half of them 
at least will swing back to their old moorings 
before election day comes. Some will forget 
their grievances. Others will conclude that it 
is useless to throw away their votes on candi- 
dates who cannot win. Others will find the 
party associations and prejudices of a life. 
time difficult te throw off. And thus the hun- 
dred dwindle to fifty. 

Of the men in this country who went off to 
hunt for pots of gold at the foot of Populist 
rainbows a third were Republicans and two- 
thirds were Democrats. So:ne of the latter 
were no angry with their own party that they 
felt they could not vote for its candidates 
again. But since they had been voting against 
the Republicans all their lives they couid not 
throw off the yoke of ‘their old prejudices 
and support its candidates. Having nowhere 
else to go they took shelter with the Populists 
and swelled the ranks of that insane and mis- 
chievous party. 

Therefore if the Populists had been divided 
according to their old party preferences the 
Republican majority in this county over the 
Democrats would have been about 30,000 in- 
stead of 40,000. As business begins to re- 
vive under the certainty that there will be no 
more destructive tinkering with the tariff the 
Populist organization will begin to melt away, 
and most of the men who compose it will return 
to their former allegiance. Some, however, 
who used to be Democrats will find their way 
from the Populist into the Republican party, 
for they cannot help seemg bow a free trade 
victory hurts the workingman and a protec- 
tion victory heips him. 


THE SCHOLAR IN POLITICS. 
It is so soon that I am done for, 
I wonder what I was begun for. 

This is the epitaph of a Scholar in Politics 
who used to live on the Lake-Shore drive, but 
who sleeps now in that cemetery where the 
Republicans of IIlinois are in the habit of 
burying their dead, His bones repose near 
these of Trumbull, Cregier, and other Demo. 
cratic heroes, and in the same grave with him 
rest Peabody, Scales, Raab, and many other 
amateur and veteran politicians. 

He was discovered one bright day in June 
by Mayor Hopkins. He took the infant, 
placed it in the lap of the Democratic party, 
and called it *‘Senatorial Candidate. The 
child had a few months of feverish campaign 
life, to sink to rest beneath the ballots and 
snows of November, 

But though the life of the Scholar in Poli 
tics was so brief that he may wonder with 
rensou what he was begun for, yet it was free 
from reproach. Mr, MacVeagh was a blame- 
less candidate. He conducted a clean, honest 
campaign. He spoke out his sentiments as 
frankly as if he had been dweiling in the Pal- 
ace of Truth. The people liked his looks. 
He was a well-dressed, presentable war. His 
English was correct and his gestures were not 
exuberant. He assailed no one unfairly. If 
Mr. MacVeagh were to be born again and to 
be washed clean of the taint of Democratic 
iniquity, the people of Illinois might be per- 
fectly willing te give him an office. 

But he appeared before them as the cham- 
pion of an odious cause. The voters listened 
to him more civilly than they would have lis- 
tened thirty years ago to a man making 
speeches for the Confederacy, but they could 


no more be converted to free trade now than 


to secession then. Mr. MauVeagh, talking to 
men whose houses had been partly burnt 
down by the Democrats, advised them to 
apply the torch and finish the job. They po- 
litely declined and Mr. MacVeagh is in the 
cemetery. 

It was his misfortune to be on the wrong 
side. It is true that if the wrong side had 
won his personal interests would have been 
promoted. There would have been higher 
duties on tea, coffee, sugar, and spices, and 
that would have helped him. But the people 
were not inclined to injure themselves tu aid 
him and so they spent last Tuesday in bury- 
ing him in a political grave from which there 
isno hope of resurrection. After the fitful 
Senatorial fever he sleeps weil.

A HISTORLTICALTL PARALLEL. 

The sweeping defeat of the Democratic 
party at the polls the day before yesterday 
has but one parallel in the history of this 
country. That was the election of 1840, 
when similar causes to those which recently 
have been in operation worked out the same 
result. The compromise tariff of 1833 pro- 
vided for a steady, gradual reduction of the 
i nport duties year by year during the follow. 
ing deeade. Immediately after the passage 
of the law the manufacturers and merchants 
of the United States began to do business 
upon a steadily falling market. Every year 
they had to mark down the selling values of 
stocks on hand at the time when the tariff 
reductions for that year went into effect, 
After a few years of an effort to carry on 
business under these disastrous conditions the 
panic of 1837 came upon the people. In one 
respect it was worse than that of 1893. The 
industrial panic of last year was preceded by 
a bankers’ penic due to fears of bad money— 
a fear which happily was dispelled by the ces. 
sation of the monthly purchases of silver. 
But in 1837 there was a reality of bad money. 
President Jackson had stricken down the 
United States Bank, the notes of which had 
circulated at par every where, and had aavised 
the wildcat State banks to run wide open. 
They took the advice and a mass of currency, 
consisting of shinjlasters differing only in 
degree of depreciation, flooded the country. 

The first opportunity the people had to ex- 
press themsejves fully in relation to the busi. 
ness status was in 1840. Then they turned 
out Van Buren by a tremendous vote, in- 
stalled Qld Tippecanoe, and two years later 
passed the tariff act of 1842, the beneficial 
effect of which upon the industries of the 
country was instantaneous. Merchants and 
manufacturers, no longer compelled to do 
business on a falling market, went to work 
actively and industriously to build up their 
own fortunes. 

The hard times of 1893 also resulted from 
an attack on the policy of protection to 
American industry. and in 1894, precisely as 
their ancestors had done fifty-four years 
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It is safe to say that with the lessons 


of the last two years stamped upon their 


THE DEFEAT OF SCALSS., 

One of the most, and to the largest number 
of people it will seem the most, satisfactory 
results of the election is the defeat of Soales 
and the election of Orrin N. Carter to the 
County Judgeship. It is the one blow which 
will hurt Hopkinsism more than any other 
that was dealt in ite contest with the people 
of Chicago.

Perhaps it would be better to wait and jet my 
acts speak for themselves. but I will say that my 
rulings and processes will be untinged by thé 
faintest partisanship. I will interpret the law to 
the best of my ability without any regard what- 
ever for the politics of the contestants who are 


} befote me. In my judgment a free ballot and a 


fair count ars as sacred as human life, They 
should be preserved inviolate as far as possible 
with the honest, forcible administration of our 
election laws. 

It ig enough to say that Judge Carter’s ad. 
miuistration will differ materially from Judge 
Scales’ partisan administration, for which 
the people have rebuked him, The election 
machinery will now be taken out of the hands 
of the corrupt City Hall gang, The Election 
Commission, which is so potent for good or 
for evil, and which can do so much for honest 
or dishonest elections, will be so reconstruct- 
ed that for the next four years the people of 
Cook County and the people of Illinois can 
rest assured that elections will be honestly 
conducted so far as it is in the power of the 
County Court and the Election Commission 
to make them so. The people will do the rest 
next spring, when they will send the boss 
after the ruine of his machine, clean aut the 
City Hall of its corruptions and taxeaters, and 
demand that the police shall be taken aut of 
polities and set to work at their proper duty 
of protecting life and property.

The junior Democratic organ seems to have 
been knocked silly by the outcome of Tues- 
day’s election. It charges Democratic defeat 
upon deplorable and inexcusable divisions 
in the party ranks and more remotely from a 
series of blunders at Washington in which 
Grover Cleveland was the master, spirit of 
evil.“ Added to ali the political crimes 
charged up against the President it is further 
of the opinion that “Republicans win now, 
not because they deserve to win, nor because 
they constitute a majority of the people, but 
because their opponents are rent by feuds and 
jealousies, most of them foolish and all of 
them despicabie.” Thereupon the junior 
Democratic organ scolds like any drab at 
those Democrats who went off and voted the 
Republican ticket. 

The junior Democratic organ would have 
been more correct, categorica'ly speaking, if 
it had also included those Democrats who 
tramped off after the Populist humbugs. But, 
be this as it may, why should it find fault with 
those Democrats who voted for the Republic. 
an ticket because they knew by so doing they 
were votmg for their own interests? Does it 
expect that all Democrats are such numskulls 
as to vote the Democratic ticket merely be- 
cause it is a Democratic ticket, and when the 
voting of that ticket means a direct vote 
against their interests?

tered, He thinks such speed hardly can be 

obtained without resort to explosives, — 
When a quantity of loose gunpowder is 


more rapid than is the elastic and yielding ac- 
tion of the atmosphere, Henge as no resist- 
ance is offered the powder does not shatter the 
rock. When, under like conditions, a pro- 
portionately similar quantity of loose dyna- 
mite is exploded the rock isshattered, In this 
case the detonation is instantaneous and the 
generation of gases is so rapid in action and 
great in quantity that the surrounding atmos- 
phere has not the time to yield or retreat, 
The action of dynamite is so much quicker 
than the movement of theair that it strikes 
against a column of air with the same force 
as a hammer falling upon a blacksmith’s 
anvil.” Hence the perial machine would be 
pushed forward by each explosion made be- 
hind it, The amount of damage done the 
rock ina dynamite explosion is dependent 
upon the quantity of the material employed, 
and so small a quantity may be used that not 
the least damage wou'd be done, So for work 
in navigating the air it becomes simply a 
matter of dosage, and after the exact 
power required is ascertained it can be se- 
cured readily by regulating the quantity or 
charge of the agent employed on any given 
occasion. 

Heretofore the use of high explosives has 
been limited to action upon fixed bodies, ex- 
cept that the principld has been used for the 
driving of piles. The effects on fixed bodies 
are destructive; in fact they are intended to 
be so, and large charges are employed to se- 
cure that result. But it is evident that when 
exploded from the rear of a moving body the 
shock of any given charge must be modified 
in ratio to the speed with which the body is 
moving, and further can be regulated by the 
size of the charge used, Dr. Pynchon says 
this suggestion opens a new field for the use 
of high explosives, wherein from a moving 
body they are caused to operate upon the 
elasticity of the atmosphere, which furnishes 
the bost possible cushion for such active 
agents to exert their power against, By easy 
steps and proper modifications the principle 
can be applied to stationary engines, marine 
vessels, and railway traits, He describes the 
methods he proposes to use in detonating the 
explosive by an electric current. He thinks 
that witha ship about double the size of thas 
now being constructed hy Maxim, after a full 
speed of two hundred miles per hour has been 
attained, it ean be kept up by the explosion 
every five seconds ofa pair of 60 per cent 
nitro-gelatine cartridges, each weighing two 
ounces. cost of the muterial, including a 
liberal allowance for construction and insula- 
tion of the cartridges, should not exceed 40 
cents per pound, so that the expense would be 
$1.20 per minute, or less than 40 cents per 
mile traveled, A transatlantic voyage would 
be provided for liberally with a ton and a 
half of this fuel,“ and the cost thereof 
should not exceed $1,000, which would be 
inexpensive for a vessel of its probable carry- 
ing capacity, as it ought to transport a crew 
of ten and fifteen passengers in addition to 
fuel and supplies. 

The author of this scheme writes glowingly 
of the possibilities entailed upon the success 
of practical aerial navigation along the lines 
laid down by him. In his article in Trans. 
portation he says: 

Seaports would shrink in importance and the 
tactics of war would become revolutionized. Dis- 
tances would dwindle and the influences of eiv- 
ilization would be felt in the most remote and 
inaccessible portions of the globe. Every hamlet 
would find itself on the great highway leading to 
the mighty marts of merchandise and trade. All 
nations would become as children of one great 
family, and eccentricities of custom and costume 
would be rapidly obliterated. All would unite 
in feeling that the crowning achievement of the 


most remarkable century of invention in the 
world’s history had been attained.

THE “NEW” ATMOSPHERIC ELEMENT. 

Ig the new element supposed to have 
been discovered in the atmosphere an allo. 
tropic form of nitrogen? An article by Prof. 
Dewar of the Royal Institution of Great 
Britain, which is published in the October 
number of the New Science Review, presents 
some grounds for thinking the question may 
be answered in the affirmative, When air is 
liquefied by depressing it to a temperature of 
200 centigrade degrees below zero it contains 
more or less of a white deposit, due to the 
solidification of carbonic acid and other 
gaseous impurities, which float in the trans- 
parent liquid oxygen and nitrogen. If we 
assume the substance separated by Lord 
Rayleigh and Prof. Ramsay to be composed 
of known elements the experimental results 
can be explained easily. We have only to ua- 
sume that when nitrogen enters into chemical 
combination with another substance a small 
portion of the gas is condensed molecularly 
into an allotropic form having one and a 
nalf times its normal density. Such action is 
familiar in the case of the transformation of 
oxygen into ozone, and practically identical 
methods are being employed in the assumed 
separation of the new substance from air, It 
would appear that electrical discharges acting 
alone upon nitrogen do not condense it, and 
in this respect it differs from oxygen, but it is 
well known that the electrical stimulation of 
nitrogen does produce two distinct spectra, 
presumably aue to different molecular condi- 
tions. | 

The theoretical density of the new nitro- 
gen, which is tri-atomic, should be about 21, 
compared with the unit of hydrogen. The 
experimental numbers obtained are between 
19 and 20, though these are admittedly too 
low. No doubt the passage of the ordinary 
nitrogen, or the diatomic form of the sub- 
stance, to the tri-atomie form of the same 
takes place with tne ¢volutionof heat, just 
as in the similar transition in the case of: 
phosphorus. But while this hypothesis ac 
cords with the facts it does not necessarily 
support the view that the tri-atomic nitrogen 
is present to the extent of one-half per cent

Tun United States Department of Agricult- 
ture has issued a ciroular asking for informa- 
tion in regard to “nut grass or “coco,” a 
weed that is very prevalent in some parts of 
the South, and has extended northward. It 
is of subtropical origin, and is said to have 
reached the United States first at New Or- 
leans among garden plants brought from 
Cuba. It resembles small forms of the sedge 
commonly known as chufa, which often is 
cultivated as food for swine, for which reason 
it is important that the distinction between 
the two plants should be clearly understood. 
The most striking point of difference is that 
in the chufa all the tubers are clustered about 
the base of the parent plant, and except in 
very loose porous soils they usually are close 
to the surface, where hogs would quickly root 
them out, while the tubers of the nut grass 
are scattered along the root stock, often sev- 
eral inches below the surface of the ground 
and sometimes two to four feet or more away 
from the parent plant. The plan of campaign 
is to prevent the nut grass from maturing 
seed above ground. The plant reproduces a 
thousand times more from the seed than 
from the nut, The secret of success is fre. 
quent stirring of the ground during the grow- 
ing time of summer, so as to stimulate each 
tuber and seed to sprout, and then between 
midsummer and frost time to cut down every 
tall stem while in the flowering state at the 
latest, and the sooner the better. 


Tart vicious measure submitted at the last 
session of the General Assembly of this State. 
to give the Legislature full power to control 
the relations between employets and em- 
ployed, judged by the vote in Cook County, 
bas failed of indorsement by the people. Of 
those who took the trouble to vote on the 
matter at all a considerable majority ex-

It has long been a well-established fact that 
abnormal longevity is more common among 
Russians than among apy other of the 
European nations, From an official report 
collated from well authenticated local regis- 
ters it now appears that the Gevernment of 
Kieff takes the first place of all Russian 
provinces in this respect. During last year, 
it is officially stated, there were foufteen cen- 
tenarian deaths registered in that govern- 
ment. 

In the City of Kieff one man died aged 110 
years, while within the suburban circle two 
women died, aged respectively 102 ahd 104 
years. In itcheff two men reached the 
respective ages of 101 and 114 years.

Here Is Testimony That the Dying Look 
with Unconcern on Dissolution, 

The Rev. E. J. Hardy in the Sunday Maga- 
zine: Many people, through fear of death, 
are all their lives subject to bondage. The 
questions: How shall wedie? When shall 
we die? and where shall we. die? are con- 
tinuaily worrying them. Ind re have 
been several suicides caused by 'th haunt- 
ing terror of death. The thought of it 
made their lives insupportable, and they 
killed themselves in order to know the worst. 
And yet it is quite possible that in respect to 
the physical sensation of dying we resemble 
Don Quixote, when he hung by his wrist from 
the stable window and imagined that a terri- 
ble abyss yawned at his feet; fate, in the 
character of Maritornes, cuts the thong with 
lightsome laughter and the gallant gentieman 
faile—four inches. 

When Louis XIV. lay dying. Why weep 
you?” he asked those who surrounded his 
deathbed. ‘** Did you think I should live for- 
ever?’ Then, after a pause: I thought dy- 
ing had been harder.” Dr. Hunter was an- 
other who was agreeably surprised by his ex- 
rad st of dying. His last words were: If 

had strength to hold a pen I would write 
down how easy and pleasant a thing it is to 
die.“ A charmmg actress who had been 
twice almost drowned told a friend that dy- 
ing was the nicest sensation that she knew. 
The late Archbishop of Canterbury, as his 
“agony” befell, quietly remarked: It is 
really nothing much after all. 

A man said to Socrates, The Athenians 
have condemned you to death.”

ture,” he replied, “has condemned them.” 
By the ancient Greeks death was considered 
simply as a destroyer. To them it was the 
last and most bitter of foes.

On the contrary, 
my sensations were now of a pleasurab.e cast, 
partaking of that duli but contented sort of feel- 
ing which precedes the sleep produced by fatigue. 
Though the senses were thus deadened, not so 
the mind; its activity seemed to be invigorated 
in ‘a ratio which defies all description, for 
thought rosé after thought with a rapidity of 
succession that not only indescrinable 
but 1 inconceivable by any one who has 
not himself been in a similar situation. The 
course of these thoughts! can even now in a 
great measure retrace—the event which had just 
taken place, the awkwardness that produced it, 
the bustle it must have occasioned, the effect it 
would have on a most affectionate father, aud a 
thousand other circumstances minutely asso- 
ciated with home were the first series of reflec- 
tions that occurred.
